ROBERT ALTER TO GIVE PUBLIC LECTURE AT S.G.W.U. OCT. 31 


Robert Alter of the University of California, Berkely, will give 
the 1968 Meier Segals Lecture on "Beyond Realism: Aspects of the 
Contemporary American Novel." Professor Alter will discuss the 
work of Nabokov, Mailer and Barth.

Robert Alter received degrees from Columbia College and Harvard 
University in comparative literature. He has taught at Columbia 
University and is currently associate professor of comparative 
literature, University of California at Berkeley. He won the English 
Institute Essay Prize in 1965 and was awarded a Guggenheim Fellowship 

in 1966. He is author of Rogue's Progress, studies in the picaresque 
novel, and Fielding and the Nature of the Novel, a collection of 
critical essays on Jewish writing. After the Tradition will be 
published next year. His essays and reviews have appeared in Commentary, 
The American Scholar and Daedalus.
